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For the first time the school department shows its account over- 
drawn. This is due in part to the large amount expended upon 
the Grammar School yard, and the remainder to the report having 
been made up before receiving the amount due from the state 
school fund. There has been delay in this latter item every year, 
and it was thought best to leave it out of 1891 credit, using what 
is paid about Feb. 1st to 1892, and thus being able to tell early in 
the season of each succeeding year how much is to come fiom 
this source. In connection with excavation for basement of 
Hopedale Machine Company shop, we had an opportunity to 
obtain sufficient loam to suitably grade the front of the Grammar 
School lot at a comparatively small expense, and thought it wise 


to do so, although not contemplated in making up the year’s 
estimates. 


The cost of re-setting furnaces was $36.82 in excess of the 
special appropriation for this purpose. Since making thé change 
there has been but little trouble in regard to heating the building, 
such as has arisen being due to the difficulty in foreseeing sudden 
changes in the weather, or lack of proper care in managing the 
fires. Unfortunately we cannot afford an expert engineer to take 
charge of the apparatus at our various buildings, and there is 


always danger of mistakes in consequence. 


We have again to report the loss of teachers who have left us to 
take more important positions elsewhere at increased salaries. 
Miss Barrows, who had had charge of the High School from its 
start, resigned at the end of the spring term. To her untiring 
efforts is due much of the present success of the school, and 
pupils, parents and the committee alike regretted that she decided 
to make a change. As Miss Bancroft was familiar with the 
general routine of the work she was promoted to the head of the 
school, and Miss Grace E. Sprague, a graduate of Wellesley 
College, elected assistant. Miss Low, who had done excellent 
work in the South Hopedale school, also resigned in June, follow- 
ing the example of her predecessors who had each taught but one 
year at this building. Miss May C. Collagan, a graduate of the 
Framingham Normal School, was secured to fill the vacancy. 
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Toward the clos of the fall term Miss Ashley was offered a much 
better position, and was released by the committee from her con- 
tract here. She was one of our most competent teachers, and it 
is specially unfortunate that she leaves at the middle of the school 
year. Miss Holbrook, who desired to make a change in grade, 
was given this room, and Miss Annie F. Blackman, a graduate of 
Bridgewater Normal School, elected to Grades III. and IV. 


The above completes a list of eleven teachers whom we have 
lost within the past five years, all having secured more lucrative 
positions elsewhere. While these frequent changes are very un- 
desirable in our schools, if we do not offer sufficient inducement 
to keep the best talent, perhaps we are fortunate in retaining such 
for a shorter time rather than go to the other extreme. 


There has been a slight improvement in the per cent. of attend- 
ance this year over last, and it is hoped that next year will do still 
better. 


. 

Since our last report the Grafton & Upton R. R. Co. has 
covered the southerly slope of the embankment at High School lot 
with an average depth of one foot of loam. When covered with 
grass, this will greatly improve the general appearance of the 
premises. 


The attention of parents is called to the law in regard to school 
attendance, which now provides that children between the ages of 
8 and 14 must now attend school thirty weeks during the year. 


We again repeat certain laws in regard to contagious diseases, 
etc. Chapter 47, section 9, of the Revised Statutes, states that 


‘*The school committee shall not allow a chill who has not been duly 
vaccinated to be admitted to, or connected with, the public schools.” 


The following act was passed in 1885: 


‘Ihe school committee shall not allow any pupil to attend the public 
scnools while any member of the household to which such pupil belongs 
is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever, or during the period of 
two weeks after the death, recovery or removal of such sick person, and 
any person coming from such household shall be required to present to 
the teacher of the school the pupil desires to attend, a certificate from 
the attending physician or Board of Health of the facts necessary to 
entitle him to admission in accordanee with the above regulation.”

The regulation of the committee relative to the admission of 
children who have not before attended school, provides that such’ 
scholars are received only during the first two weeks of the Spring 
and Fall terms, at which time new classes are formed. Other 


children may be admitted at any time upon ‘application to the 
commnittee.

The graduating exercises of the senior class in the High School 
were held in the Town Hall, and reflected great credit upon both 
teachers and pupils. We were favored with a very practical 
address upon educational matters by Mr. A. W. Edson of the 
State Board of Education, who presented the diplomas to the 
graduating class. 


The signal for no school is now struck upon the fire alarm bell, 
and is four strokes repeated four times. At 7.30 a. M. it indicates 
no school in the morning for High School and lower grades; at 
§.15, no school in grades below the high; at 11.30, no school in 
the afternoon.

For the past two years but little has been expended for repairs. 
This season the grammar building must be shingled, and both this 
and the one at South Hopedale painted. Should we have a severe 
winter, the expense for fuel is likely to increase rather than 
diminish. Many of our text books have been in use since 1886, 
and this item is likely to be greater the coming year than in 1891. 
With the above and other needed repairs and improvements in 


view, we recommend an appropriation of $5,600 for 1892.

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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE HOPEDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This report covers the year 1891. At the annual meeting of the 
Town, held March 2d, 1891, Mr. Irving Ross was re-elected for 
three years. The Board organized for the year by the election of 
A. T. Gifford as chairman and F. H. French as secretary and 
librarian. Mrs. Theron EK. Babcock, who so long and _ faithfully 
served the library in the capacity of assistant librarian, was en- 
gaged for the year, and the same general management adopted as 
in former years. 

The sum of eight hundred dollars was appropriated, together 
with such money as might be returned to the town by the county 
from dog tax, which amounted to one hundred and eighty dollar, 
and fifty-one cents. The fines have been somewhat reduced this 
year, on account of the action of the trustees in remitting all fines 
for Sundays, deeming it unfair to charge fines for days when books 
could not be returned. The sum of twenty-eight dollars and 
ninety-four cents was, however, collected, this sum making the 
total receipts one thousand and nine dollars and forty-five cents 
for the year. 

It will be noticed that the expenditure for books this year has 
been somewhat less than in 1890, principally on account of some 
over one hundred dollars being paid out for books that were con- 
tracted for in 1889. The periodical account shows an increased 
expenditure. The trustees, following the practice of most large 
towns and cities, have increased this department, thus furnishing 
the newest and best reading to the library. These, by binding 
each year, furnish additional volumes of first-class matter for per- 
manent use. 

There are two matters that have been urged upon the trustees, 
viz: the publication of a catalogue and opening the reading room 
on Sundays. The matter of printing a catalogue, under the pres- 
ent system of card catalogue and shelf list in use in the library, we 


do not think would be advisable, as visitors and patrons of the 
library will be given any information by consulting the persons in 
charge, as to either of the sources of information mentioned above. 
The catalogue would be very incomplete after one year, so that it 
would seem, with the present number of volumes in the library, to 
be unnecessary. The matter of opening the reading room Sunday 
afternoons and evenings for a part of the year, say from Septem- 
ber to May, would seem to be a desirable thing to do. The 
trustees would be willing to adopt it, if the people of the town de- 
sire it. It would somewhat increase the running expenses of the 
library, but would also furnish a place where the young people 
could profitably and pleasantly pass a part of the day. 

It will be necessary to elect one member of the board of trustees 
at the next annual meeting of the town, to serve three years. In 
view of the growing demands and increased expense of maintain- 
ing the library, we recommend that the town appropriate the sum 
of one thousand dollars for the coming year, together with the dog 
tax, as heretofore. The value of the library as town property is 
five thousand dollars. 

The foregoing, together with subjoined financial and book ac- 
count, we most respectfully submit.
